WASHINGTON, DC (NNPA) - Senior 
aides to Virginia Governor L, 
Douglas Wilder recently had di- 
alogue with Democratic Party of- 
ficials that indicated the 60-year- 
old governor will officially an- 
nounce his candidacy for Presi- 
dent around Labor Day. 

Wilder (D-VA) became the 
nation's first ever black elected 
governor in 1989 when he won 
the gubernatorial race with 41 
percent of the white vote, Vir- 
ginia has only a 19 percent black 
population. The city of Rich- 
mond, where the governor sits, 
ironically was the first capital of 
the old Confederacy that fought 
the Civil War to maintain slavery.

Wilder, | who in April 
launched a presidential explo- 
ration committee, then gave a 
preview of the message voters 
could expect from him. "(The

Dear Dr. Faulkner: 

You said that a "conflictive” 
person could cause a lot of trou- 
ble for other people, but I don't 
agree with you. America is built 
upon conflict. A person has to be 
agressive to be successful in this 
country. How do you deal with 
this statement?

Dear D.W.: 

Let's deal with your last 
statement. Assertiveness, more 
than aggressiveness, can be an as- 
set. An assertive person stands 
up for his/her rights but, hope- 
fully, does not harm other people 
in the process. An agressive per- 
son on the other hand, is easily- 
provoked: to take the offensive 
and to take in spite of who might 
be hurt in the process. This per- 
son is not necessarily fighting for 
anyone's rights. The objective is 
simply to win, usually at all costs, 
This is not necessarily a good 
trait. This attitude can trample the 
rights of others and therefore may 
be a bad way to deal with people. 

Now, let's talk about the con- 
flictive person. When we think of 
conflict, we imagine people 
fighting. And that is precisely the 
intention of the conflictive per- 
son—to engage others in constant 
fights. A fight is a good way to 
release stress. It is also a way of 
putting other people in a defen- 
sive, thus inferior, position. It is a 
way of making other people do 
| they don't Ma, to do. So, 


ticipating in a fight, but the con- 
flictive person loves a good fight. 

People with conflictive per- 
sonalities are often very insecure, 
very argumentative, very dis- 
agreeable and, thus, have very 
few friends. Who wants to argue 
all of the time? But arguing isa 
way of getting attention, and this 
is the tactic that is used by the 
conflictive person, They were, 
usually, made to feel pic as 
children. So, this abusive method 
of conflict is their way of gaining 
a semblance of respect. 

When such a person is really 
frustrated, they will initiate an ar- 
gument, even with their best 
friend. They might ask your 
opinion about a particular movie. 
If you say that you like it, they 
will say that they dislike it, pe 
say that the movie was bad, the; 

The idea 
is to get you to disagree. Then, 
they will argue with you and, 
even attack you personally

Give blood—you are your brother's keeper 


Tre ability to save lives is in the palm of the black community's 
hands, It is simple to do and it is gravely needed. Some of us suffer 
from terminal blood diseases, lack of organ donors, and other health 
problems. In very many cases, the only person who can save these 
people are other black people. Many people do not know it but there 
are genetic differences unique to each race of people. Therefore, we 
must turn to each other to save one another, 

As an underserved group of people who receive substandard medi- 
cal treatment, we are the ones who are on the whole unhealthy, but we 
are the ones who desperately need blood and blood products. Blacks 
use a lot of blood, but not enough of us donate this an other valuable 
products often enough to replenish supplies which are not that great to 
start with. We must get over our fears of needles and diseases and save 
each other's lives. You may not know it but your genetic make-up may 
match with someone suffering from leukemia, sickle cell anemia, 
aplastic anemia, or some other illness. You may be "the right type" for 
someone out there who's life gravely depends on it, 

During an informative lecture last Tuesday on this subject by An- 
drea Smith of the New York Blood Center, she stated that if there is 
ever a time to collectively call each other sister and brother it is now. 
That is very true. We spend so much time talking about unity and here 
is a prime example of just the significance of that unification. Blacks 
should be saving blacks just like other races make the efforts to save 


Members of churches, civic organizations, and other community 
leaders can help kick off this movement. People need to know just how 
important donating blood and blood products is. People need to know 
that there are others out there, waiting for the one donor who could 
save their lives. No one wants to die, but it is more painful if you know 
the potential for life is out there but it is in someone who is too lazy, 
too afraid, or just apathetic to do something. 

Ms. Smith said she wanted to be remembered as someone who saw 
a problem and did not turn her back from it. Do not tum your back on 
your extended family. Yes, it has been said before, but what you do

Gulf. 

On the political side, Con- 
gressman John Conyers and Con- 
gresswoman Barbara Rose 
Collins of Detroit and Maxine 
Waters of California were able 
messengers for blacks and politics 
in the 21st century. 

While TAI and OBAP's con- 
vention focused on "Changing of 
the Guard" and the importance of 
developing today's youths for to- 
morrow's leadership, NPCBW 
looked at "Remembering the Past, 
Reviewing the Present, and 
Reaching for the Future," urging 
women to "power up for the 21st 
century." 

What a weekend of role mod- 
els it was for the under 30 crowd. 
It was living history to have folks 
like Generals Powell and Davis, 
Shirley Chisholm, the country's 
first black congresswoman and 
serious candidate for the presi- 


dency, C. Deloris Tucker, a for- 
mer Pennsylvania Secretary ol of 
State and current vice chairperson 
of the Democratic National 
Committee and Dr. Gloria E.A. 
Toote, the nation's leading black 
Republican woman and former 
undersecretary of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare in the Nixon 
administration. 

While the conventioners were 
in town, Detroit's African Ameri- 
can Museum had a special exhi- 
bition on Malcolm X (the curator 
is a young black woman) and as- 
sorted other entertaining public 
events. 

The Tuskegee Airmen also 
observed the 50th anniversary of 
the first graduating class of air- 
men who flew combat in World 
War II. That allowed opportunity 
galore for networking with those 
who followed the corporate route 
as ex-servicemen. Some became 
pilots for major airlines while 
others became doctors, lawyers, 
and teachers. 

Fifteen years ago a young 
black pilot Mane Ben 
was flying for Eastern Airlines. 
Thomas was concerned because 
the industry hired so few black 
pilots and in September of 1976 


he persuaded 37 of the then ap- 
proximately 80 black pilots to 
meet in Chicago where they 
formed the organization of Black 
Airline Pilots that adopted focus- 
ing attention on young blacks and 
their potential in aviation as 
OBAP's mission and goal. 

Today, there are nearly 600 
black men and women pilots in 
the friendly skies and more on the 
way via OBAP scholarships to 
attend Tuskegee University's 
Summer Flight Academy. Major 
requirements are that a student 
must be highly motivated and 
able to maintain an academic av- 
erage of B or better. 

The Tuskegee Airmen was 
formed from about 930 black men 
after the military was ordered by 
Congress to lift a color ban in 
1940. Some 450 black pilots 
fought in World War II under the 
command of then Col, Benjamin 
Davis, Jr. 

It was a proud moment when 
General Colin Powell addressed 
the group. He is indeed from an-

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One constant theme in Clarence 
Thomas' life has been his insistence 
on avoiding any special treatment 
because of his race. 

He relaxed that important prin- 
ciple once — when he accepted ad- 
mission through an affirmative ac- 
tion program to Yale's Law School. 

But from his earliest years, 43- 
year-old Clarence Thomas has been 
a crusader against being pigeon- 
holed ideologically or profession- 
ally because he is black. 

When’ he left law school, 
Thomas accepted a position on the 
staff of Missouri Attorney General 
John Danforth with the stipulation 

that he would not be assigned to 
civil rights work. 

He accepted a brief stay in the 
law department of a large corpora- 
tion with the same demand — no 
civil rights work for Clarence 
Thomas. 

“If I ever went to work for the 
EEOC or did anything connected 
with blacks," Thomas told an inter- 
viewer, "my career would be ir- 
Teparably ruined. The monkey 
would be on my back again to 
prove that I didn't have the job be- 
cause I am black. People meeting 
me for the first time would auto- 
matically dismiss my thinking as 
second-rate." 

It was surpnising then, when 
after successfully avoiding the 

suggestion that his race should 
dictate his professional interests,

Commission, where 
Thomas was named Chair in 1982, 
he continued his policy of dis- 
obeying court orders. he reduced 
the number of settled cases and 
brought the discrimination com- 
plaint process to a slow crawl. 

Before Thomas took office, 43 
percent of complaints to the EEOC 
resulted in a settlement. The aver- 
age benefit to complainants was at 
least $4,600. Within months after 
Thomas took over, the number of 
settled cases dropped to only one- 
third, and the average benefit was 
reduced to $2,589. The length of 
time to process individual charges 
had increased from five months to 
nine months - almost twice as long 
as before. 

A study by the General Ac- 
counting Office found that under 
Thomas’ direction, a large percent- 
age of the cases closed by the 
EEOC had not been fully investi- 
gated. 


its methods of operations to make 
it more difficult for the victims of 
discrimination to win relief. 


Finally, while Thomas was 
EEOC Chair, the agency failed to 
process 13,873 age discrimination 
complaints filed by older workers 
within the legal time period. As a 
result, the claims were dismissed, 
leaving the workers powerless to 
pursue their complaints.

‘Throughout his career,, Thomas 
has tried to avoid being labeled be- 
cause of his race.

The NAACP gave Thomas 
what he wanted. On the basis of his 
record, the nation's oldest and 
largest civil rights organization 
voted to Clarence Thomas’ 
nomination to the Supreme Court.

in Thurgood Marshall's seat. 

"That's not our job," an 
NAACP member said. "George 
Bush can nominate another black 
candidate if Clarence Thomas 
loses.

Surfacing Apartheid scandal nothing new

WASHINGTON, DC (NNPA)— The 
recently exposed covert govern- 
ment scandal of the funding of 
black political movements by the 
South African racist regime 
which were brought to light by 
the Johannesburg weekly news- 
paper WEEKLY MAIL, which is 
widening in scope, should not be 
viewed as something new and 
unusual. ‚The scandal is, in no 
way, something new, and the 
struggle to demolish apartheid 
must continue. From its inception, 
the primary goal of apartheid was 
to divide the native population, 
and to set one group against an- 
other, Little wonder, therefor, that 
the regimes of President 
P.W.Botha and President F.W. de 
Klerk have both been found 
guilty of funding INKATHA and 
its subsidiaries against the ANC 
and the marathon global eco- 
nomic sanctions against South 
Africa. Scandals such as this, plus 
the tribal divisions of black com- 
munities and concommitantfac- 
tional conflicts which are plagu- 
ing the country are, in fact, what 
apartheid is really about. But, in 
its fight, the world community 
must not be blinded by the Boer 
regime's obstinacy from laying all 
fault in the right place—the 
regime, which divides and rules 
the people. Is it not surprising that 
Chief Mangosuthu G. Buthelezi, 
INKATHA's leader himself, did 
not even know that his own orga- 
nization was being infiltrated by 
te regime through covert fund- 


ae concerted global op- 
position over the years, the 
regime has stubbornly refused to 
end apartheid. This must not be 
lost sight of. And no compromise 
must be made with apartheid or 
its perpetrators. Hence, President 
George Bush's recent lifting of 
sanctions must be opposed tooth 
and nail. It was based on a mis- 
placed rationalization that did not 
correctly assess the realities of the 
South African situation. De Klerk 
couldn't have been rewarded 
when: (1) he was himself the head 
of the party that practices 
apartheid; (2) Botha's "Tricau.cral 
Parliament” still totally excludes 
all Blacks, the preponderant. bulk 
of the population, and (3) all nine 
Bantustans, with their millions, 
are still inmates of those concen- 
tration camps and cheap labor 
Teservoirs, etc. 

Is apartheid dead as de Klerk's 
propagandists say? Surely, not! 
The above facts show that 
apartheid is alive, and strong. To 
emphasize this, not a single 
African enjoys the vote, or elec- 
tion to any elected office in the 
land! As de Klerk's administra- 
tion moves towards the end of its 
term, not a single black person 
participates in municipal, by 
provincial or national govern-

Mario, once an All-American 
long distance runner, has 
leukemia. The once-believed in- 
curable disease can now be cured 
if living tissue in the form of 
white blood cells called Human 
Leukocyte Antigen (HLA) are 
transplanted from another person 
to Mario. His problem is in find- 
ing a match. 

Ms. Smith explained that 25 
percent of the people who con- 
tract leukemia match with some- 
one in their families where 75 

percent do not. No one in Mario's 
family matches with him so he 
must look to his community for 
help. 

"If there is any reason to call 
each ‘other brother and sister it is 
now," Ms. Smith said. "He 
doesn't match anyone in his fam- 
ily so he must look to his ex- 
tended family in the African 
American community. Let's come 
together as a people and save 
each other's lives." 

Ms, Smith pointed out that for 
a person like Mario to find a ge- 
netic match there must be 20,000 
African Americans in the marrow 
donor registry. As of now, the 
total number of people is 
315,000, 15,000 of which are of 
African descent. 

Presently, the Blood Center 
has federal funding in order to 
test for the HLA type in African 
Americans and they are prepared 
to come to blood drives, take

If a person is in 
this period and is infected Mon- 
day, no test on Tuesday will be 
able to pick up the virus. 

With needles, she said it is 
probably an innate fear that most 
African Americans have. Audi- 
ence members agreed, with some 
saying they had not donated 
blood for most of their lives only 
recently doing it for the first time. 

They added that when they 
do, they tum away and refuse to 
even acknowledge the needle.

The importance and extreme need 
for blood caused them to donate.

"One day I went into the hospital 
and the next thing I knew I was in 
there for two weeks.

Doctors say that a person di- 
agnosed with Leukemia has 10 
years to live. Recently di 
he is spending his time educating 
people, searching for donors, and 
encouraging his people to donate.

Prospective home buyers the op- 
portunity to purchase a home with 
as little as a 5 percent down pay- 
ment, and eases mortgage eligi- 
bility through expanded under- 
writing guidelines.

While, because of the new- 
ness of the program, information 
on mortgage applications taken 
and loans closed as a result of the 
effort is not yet available, coali- 
tion members view their work as 


a success so far. Program gradu- 
ates agree. In fact, the coalition 
has received many favorable 
comments on the evaluation 
sheets completed after each ses- 
sion, 

"I feel that I'm prepared to 
purchase a home now, I know 
what's involved," a recent partici- 
pant commented. "I never thought 
I could afford a home," another 
said. "They showed me I can.”
